and $338,846.00'in 1925. . Special 
‘expenditure amounting to $14, 
036.23 is included. . ; 

Owing to the financial stringency 
it has-not been possible to com- 
mence work on any of the now 
Stations required: by the Fire 
Brigade. cither in:*Hongkong. or 
Kowloon. The Fire Brigade in 
Kowloon is still housed in one 
small Station at.Tsimshatsul and 
somd, leased Chinese premises at 
Mong Kok... - oe 

The difficulty in connexion with 
rocruits forthe Fira Brigade has 
now disappeared although vacan- 
cies are still of .frequoent occur- 
renee owing to the ease with which, 
men can leave the Brigade if they 
wish to do so, ie..on ono month’s 
notice. ‘However, during 1927 it 
was not possible to bring the staff 
up to establishment owing to the 
lack of rccommodation ; this defect 
has now been remedied.

Not only will this 
engine provide power in tropical 
districts, but the water expejled 
from: the condensor. will still be 
considerably colder than the at- 
mosphere, and on being passed in 
pipes round the buildings, or even 
in the-streets, will reduce the tem- 
perature and make living bearable 
jin: districts formerly considered 
almost uninhabitable.
